The Canadian banks put out bank 


notes against their 
paid-up capital 


and reserve funds. 
In 
addition 
to 


this, during tho winter months, they 
can put out. 15 per 
cent additional 


notes to take care of the 
Canadian 


harvest. 


The bankers thot it was time to de- 


flate prlc es of agriculture 
produce, 


wages and other commodities. Conse- 
quently, in the fall of 1321, they seri- 
ously contracted the amount of the 
loans to the public and called In a 
portion of their note«

government, which also issues notes
